To  the  Philadelphia  Society  for  the  Establishment  and  Sup- 
port of  Charity  Schools. 


It  affords  tlie  Board  of  Managers  much  gratification  to  be 
able  to  state  to  the  Society,  the  Schools  under  their  care  con- 
tinue in  a satisfactory  condition. 

During  the  year  which  is  about  to  close,  178  pupils  have 
been  admitted,  and  179  have  left  the  Schools,  to  wit : —

Of  the  number  of  boys  who  left  the  Secondary  School, 
14  were  promoted  to  the  Grammar  School ; and  of  those 
who  left  the  Boys’  Grammar  School,  8 entered  the  Central 
High  School. 

The  conduct  of  the  pupils  is  praiseworthy,  and  their  im- 
provement commendable,  and  the  Teachers  are  assiduous  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties.  Miss  Sarah  C.  Wilson,  who 
faithfully  superintended  the  Secondary  School,  having  re- 
signed her  situation,  that  School  has  been  placed  under  the 
charge  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Jones. 

The  Beck  School-house  is  still  rented  to  the  Controllers  of 
the  Public  Schools.  The  property  in  Kensington  has  been 
leased  to  Mr.  Frederick  Genthor. 
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During  the  last  Session,  the  Legislature  relieved  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Society  from  taxation,  a measure  showing  the 
interest  the  Commonwealth  takes  in  all  matters  connected 
with  education,  and  calculated  materially  to  aid  the  Society, 
the  whole  of  whose  limited  income  is  exclusively  devoted  to 
the  cause  of  gratuitous  education,  and  without  the  assistance 
thus  afforded,  the  Board  would  have  found  much  difficulty  in 
paying  the  small  salaries  of  their  teachers.  The  present  occa- 
sion may  not  be  inopportune  to  invite  the  attention  of  their  fel- 
low-citizens generally  to  this  interesting  charity,  which  was  one 
of  the  earliest  pioneers  in  the  cause  of  public  instruction,  for  up- 
wards of  half  a century,  and  has  kept  the  noiseless  tenor  of  its 
way  with  a steady  zeal,  and  afforded  the  means  during  that 
period  of  education  to  more  than  eighteen  thousand  of  young 
persons,  of  an  education  calculated  to  prepare  them  for  the 
active  duties  of  life,  and  to  become  useful  members  of  So- 
ciety. 

The  Treasurer’s  account  will  exhibit  a view  of  the  fiscal 
concerns  of  the  Society.  The  expenditures  have  been  guarded 
with  scrupulous  economy. 

The  Sewing  Department  of  the  Girls’  School  is  considered 
essential  to  the  proper  education  of  a female,  and  all  proper 
attention  is  bestowed  upon  it.  May  the  pupils  of  these  Schools 
be  ever  mindful  of  their  Creator  in  the  days  of  their  youth, 
and  through  all  the  chances  and  changes  of  this  mortal  life, 
and  prepared  for  their  final  account ; and  may  those  charged 
with  the  management  of  these  Schools,  be  guided  and  go- 
verned by  that  wisdom  which  is  from  on  High  !

REPORT  OF  WILLIAM  STIRLING,  TEACHER  OF 
THE  ROYS’  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

Philadelphia,  Dec.  29tli,  1854. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Philadelphia  Society  for 

the  Establishment  and  Support  of  Charity  Schools. 

Gentlemen : — In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom,  I in- 
vite your  attention  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Boys’  Gram- 
mar School  under  your  charge. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  upon  the  roll  the 
names  of  54  pupils.  We  have  since  admitted  42  new  schol- 
ars, of  whom  14  were  promoted,  on  examination,  from  the 
Secondary  School. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  43  pupils  have  been  discharged. 
Of  this  number,  8 were  admitted  to  the  High  School — 6 at 
the  examination  in  February,  and  2 in  that  of  July;  none  of 
our  candidates  for  admission  having  been  rejected.  A ma- 
jority of  the  others,  who  have  withdrawn  from  the  School, 
have  since  entered  into  business  pursuits. 

The  whole  number  now  belonging  to  the  School  is  53.  Many 
of  this  number  are  looking  forward  to  admission  to  the  High 
School  eventually,  and  this  prospect  seems  calculated  to  incite 
them  to  greater  diligence,  and  increased  effort  for  their  own 
improvement. 

Our  register  number  is  8066.  It  would  be  very  gratify- 
ing to  the  founders  of  our  institution,  to  behold  the  results  of 
their  beneficence,  in  providing  the  means  for  educating  so 
large  a number  as  this  exhibits. 

The  average  daily  attendance  throughout  the  year  has 
been  48. 
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SECONDARY  SCHOOL.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned  respectfully  presents  the 
following  as  the  report  of  the  Secondary  School,  for  the  year 
1854.  Number  of  pupils  registered  519  ; number  registered 
December,  1853,  462 ; 57  have  been  admitted ; 14  promoted 
to  the  Grammar  School ; and  43  discharged ; number  on  the 
roll  50;  average  attendance  44. 

Sustained  by  your  co-operation,  and  encouraged  and 
instructed  by  your  friendly  counsel,  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to 
report  the  School  under  our  care,  as  enjoying  a high  degree  of 
prosperity.  The  pupils  very  generally  manifest  a commenda- 
ble interest  in  their  studies ; the  order  is  equal  to  our  most  san- 
guine expectations  ; and  the  deportment  of  the  pupils  in  their 
intercourse  with  each  other,  and  with  their  teacher,  has  been, 
with  a few  exceptions,  in  all  respects  exemplary.

GIRLS’  SCHOOL. 

Gentlemen  : — The  benefit  resulting  from  our  labors  through 
the  past  year  has  been  more  evident  to  us  than  usual,  which 
incites  (if  possible)  to  greater  exertion  for  the  improvement 
of  the  pupils.  The  aid  that  we  have  received  from  some  of 
our  Directors,  has  acted  as  a stimulus  to  the  scholars,  and 
greatly  encouraged  the  teachers.  78  girls  have  been  admit- 
ted and  79  have  left,  two  of  whom  passed  the  examination 
and  were  admitted  to  the  Normal  School.  We  have  now  on 
roll  our  complement  of  130,  and  a number  are  waiting  for  ad- 
mission. The  large  number  of  applicants  that  are  always 
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present  on  admission  days,  satisfies  us  that  our  School  con- 
tinues at  least  in  good  repute.  Our  register  number  is  9720.
